coni)isting of one Head Constable, one Lance Nalk and 5 
Consti'bles, was detailed to apprehend the criminal. Tlie party 
took tnctwal positions on all the escape routes from the C.P.O. 
Centre. The second incharge of the party then called upon 
the offender to oamc out and surrender nb arms and offer 
himseir for arrest. On hearing this, the criminal flashed his 
spear at the second iiichgrge of the party which nihrrowly 
missed him. The criminal then threw away the spear and took 
both the Dao? in his ha^s and came out flashing them as that^ 
no one could touch him. Since it had been decided to 
unvst the r^rcused alive, Shrl R. N. Singh jumped and pounced 
upon the criminal. But the criminal j^vc a severe Dao blow 
on the left shoulder joint of Shri Singh causing a grcvioiis 
injury on him. In disregard of his injury, Shri Smgh did 
not leave the criminal who attacked Constable Talc Ram 
standing on the western side, Shri Tale Ri’^m fell back on the 
ground and fired a shot at the leg of the criminal in order to 
incapacitate him but the shot accidentally hit Shri Singh on 
his leg. The desperado then freed himself from Shri Singh 
and ran towards the jungle. Shri Singh kept crawling behind 
the desperado and ca.'ling his colleagues to capture the offen¬ 
der.

On realis- 
jnti that tlici hrri been exposed the two strangers whipped 


out their revolvers which had been tucked by them inside the 
waistbands of their trousers and asked Shri Jhala to surrender 
him revolver. S-hri Jhala threw awtiy the crow-bar (genesia) 
and went for his own revolver. But before Shri Jhala could 
take out his revolver from the holster, one of the strangers 
named Na»ir Khan fired at him atia point blank range, but 
providence saved Shri Jhala and the bullet hit the wall. The 
criminal fired again but this time Shri Jhala stepped aside.

On the 28th May, 1976 at 19,05 hours, Shri Sunti Ranjan 
Biswas, Sub Inspector of Police received information that 
some notorious dacoits wcie likely to commit a dacoity in a 
house in\Dcypara Balarampur village on that night. Shri 
Santi Ranjan Biswas accompanied by one Sub-Inspector and 
five Constables including Shri Chitta Rapjan Biswas left for 
the village. On reaching the village, they took up tactical 
position m a bush near the spot. At about 00.20 hours, flashes 
of torches were iKiliced and some sounds of breaking of doors 
were heard. The police party immediately rushed to the 
place from where the noise was coming. The dacoits who 
came to know of the arrival of the police, attacked the police 
party by exploding a few bombs and fired from their pipe- 
guns and also throwing arrows from the bows, Shri Santi 
Rc.njan Biswas ordered to return the fire, 'Phe exchange of 
fire continued for nearly two hours. During the course of 
firing, Shri Santi Ranjan Biswas received an injury on his left 
nrm while constable Chitta Ranjan Biswas, a member of the 
police party recelv’cd serious injury from the bomb explosion 
on his back near waist. In utter disregard of his own safety 
and the injury, Shri Chitta Ranjan Biswas fired three rounds 
from his rifle and shot down a dacoit. At this the dacoits 
started retreating but the police party chased them and suc¬ 
ceeded in arresting one injured dacoit. Other dacoits escaped 
in the darkness, piiring search of the area, two dead bodies 
of notorious dacoits of Burdwnn District were recovered and 
one loaded Pipe-gun and two .12 bore live cartiges wore 
recovered from the possession of a dead dacoit.

On the niglit intcnvunlng August 10/1), 1977, Shri Kama 
liahacUir Gumng, Hciul Con^tabiu iccd\ed inlormation that a 
gang of dav*a/ts was likely lo commit dacoity in the house 
of Shri Manmohan Chandra Debnaih in Village Aralia in 
Tiipura. Since it was not possible lo rcpoit the matter to 
the nearc’.t l^olice Station, which was located al a distance* 
Shri Kurna Bahadur Gurung uished to the villuge along with 
the three constables to apprehend the criminals. On leaching 
Iho village the Boidci Security Foice party tcnjk up position 
and found that the clacoits had alicady arrived and v\ere en¬ 
gaged in ransacking the house of the victim. When the 
ducoils Were challenged, they opened fue on the Border Secu¬ 
rity Force patrol paily and by taking advantage of the dark¬ 
ness. they escaped leaving behind the propeidy whkh they had 
looted. The Border Security Force party made an clTort lo 
chase the miscreants but v/cre not successful. In the morninM 
of the lUh August, 1977, the Border Security Foice paiity 
returned to the place of encounter and found a trail of blood 
from the village. On intensive search and combing of the 
arcQ, one injured docoit was found taking shelter In the paddy 
field. While the patrol party was approaching him they werCL 
fired upop by the other dacoits who had also hidden them¬ 
selves near by. In disregard of the firing, Shri Gurung posi¬ 
tioned his men tactfully on the ground and he himself started 
advancing towards the dacoits with the aim of apprehending 
them, Gurung charged the criminals from a distance oh' 

10 yards and one dacoit was shot dead on the spot Oii
